GREEKS ENCOURAGED. 


The Capture of Daniasi Offsets the 


Mllouna Calamity. 


ATHENS, April 20.— The news of the 
apture oi Dntnasl pats a new complex- 
ion upon the situation on the frontier, 
is a great encouragement to the govern- 
ment and is likely to have the molt ex- 
hilarating effect upon the spirits of the 
Greeks, who had been greatly depressed 
by the reverses of tbeir troops at Mi- 
lonnapass. This success, and the fact 
that tbe fall of Prevesa seems imminent, 
virtually offsets the calamity of Milonna. 
If the Greek divisions effect a union at 
Damasi, as is expected, there is almost 
nothing in the way of their prompt ad- 
vance to Elaaaona. If Tyrnavo falls into 
the hands of Euhem Pasha and the 
Turkish troops sweeps down upon the 
plain and advance to Larissa to meet 
the force collected there under tho 
Ciown Prince, they will be between two 
Brand divisions of tho Ureek army.
